Combination of Circumstance* Caused 
the Execution of a Man Whose Inno- 
cence Wa» Afterward Establirtefl. 


Althongfa Lesurquea was exeouted.as 


far bnok as 179G, though his innocence 
Was established in 1801, though his 
property %vas restored to the family iu 
1824, 
the corps legislatif, after the fam- 


ily had tried for over half a century to 
have his memory judicially rehabilitat- 
ed, definitely refused in 1869 to per- 
form this last remaining aot of justice. 
Tho pedantry of French law forbade the 
questioning of a jury's verdict by any 
ono saro the person directly interested. 
But though" the law has failed to re- 
move tho stigma on the name of an in? 


ent'man, literatuie and tho drama 


have laado him a popular hero. "The 
Lyons Mail," in which his honor is 
thoroughly vindicated, has been one of 
tho most popular of all French melo- 
dramas, and the combined genius of 
Charles Reado and of Henry Irving have 
made it ono of tho great successes of the 
modern English stage.

ago, 
vray u good husband, a good father

iv rood citizen. He married, in 


1700, 
Mile. Campion, a lady of respect- 


able family in Douai and possessed of a 
handsoino dowry. Their children there- 
fore \vero very young and it was iu or- 
der to givo them tho benefit of a supe- 
rior education that he rejinqiiishcd n 
public appointment at Douai and came 
to Paris, there to live on his own private 
fortune, which amounted to about 7,iiOO 
francs a year. He had but just arrived 
in the capital and was superintending 
tho furnishing of his new homo when 
tho thunderbolt foil. 


On April 27, 189C, the mail coach be- 


tween Lyons and Paris was attacked 
and plundered and tho postilion and 
courier wore murdered. Thero were no 
witnesses to tho crime, bnt it v.'an re- 
ported that n, party of horsemen had 
been seen in the vicinity at about the 
timo ft was committed. These horsemen 
had taken dinner ut au inn at Mcnt- 
gerou. Ono of Lnsnrqnes' friends mim- 
ed Gucnot was arrested on suspicion ;int! 
his private papers were seized.

dismissed. Next day ho was told to c:Jl 
for his papers ut tho central buvoau. lie 
was accompanied, thither by Lesurquts, 
an act of madness era tho part of tho 
latter had he boon guilty.

urques went mad on hearing the news 
f her husband's condemnation. The 
hildren wero as yet too young totrader- 
tand their trouble, but aa they gre-w 
j ono'thought tilono possessed, them— 
niat of vindicating their dead father. It 
s easy to nnderstand how brooding over 
his purpose drove ouo daughter to the 
iiadhonso in which her mother had been 
onflned. 


It is curious that ono of the witaeases 
gainst Lesurqnes—the woman Alfroy 
-also went insane from grief and re- 
morse at her error. Still another yiqtini 
vas another daughter, of Lesnrqnes, 117110, 
vom ouf'by the fruitless struggle with 
he pedantry of tho French laws, drowu- 
d herself in tho Seine. His son left 
France, took service in the Russian 
aruiy and courted and -found death 
here. An regards Lesnrques' fortune, 
vhich had been confiscated, his unhap- 
py family wero more successful. In 
.824, 
just 28 years after their father's 


loath, they obtained a grant of 244, Q00| 
francs, supplemented in 183B by another 
grant of 253,000 francs.—London Pub- 
lic Opinion.
